The member colleges and universities of the United Negro College 
Fund comprise all of the private, fully-accredited, predominantly black 
colleges and universities in the ^nation except Hampton Institute and 
Meharry Medical College.

The forty-one UNCF member institutions have special significance 
because of thel^ traditional and continuing role in educating minority 
group students for productive and^reative participation in American 
life. During the past century, the private .black college^' have 
provided education otherwise unavailable , to thousands of ^able and 
deserving youths. The alumni of thes.Q institutions comprise most of 
the black leadership in America today,

The ability to attract students is one of the lAost significant 
marks of a healthy college or university. Diversity in terms of ^ 
geographic and racial mix are also significant factors. Conversely, 
declining enrollment is probably the most important indication of / 
impending or actual distress. In this section, we review trends in 
enrollment at the private black colleges comprising, the United Negro 
College Fund membership.' 

Fall> 1977 Enrollment 

Total enrollment at UNCF colleges and universities rose 2.8% 
between fall, 1976 and fall, 1977~from 45,214 to 46,464. This ^ 
marked the third consecutive year that fall enrollments were up at 
UNCF' institutions. The 2.8% enrollment increase continues the 
consistent pattern of growth experienced by the private black 
colleges in the mid-seventies and builds on a 7.5% increase experi- 
enced the previous year.

UNCF enrollment kept pace with the national percentage increase f/ir 



private colleges and universities.'^ Preliminary data released }5y the"* 
National Center for Education Stati^^stics indicate that private college 
and university enrollments nationally increased 3.3% between fall, 1976 
and fall, 1977, compared to the 2.8% increase reported by the private 
black colleges and universities comprising the United Negro College Fund, 



Private colleges and universities nationally experienced a 0.8% 
decline in admission of first-time freshmen, compared to the 12.4% 
increase at the private black colleges. 
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Undergra^duate Enrollment 

The undergraduate enrollments at the private black colleges have 
consistently increased ii^recent years. Since fall, 1973,.under- 

graduate enrollments have increased 25.7% on UNCF' campuses and 10.3%

since fall, 1975. The increase in UNCF enrollments belies the often 
stated assumption that the utility of black colleges would diminish as 
black enrollment developed a more national pattern.

A possible explanatibn for the decrease in degrees granted is the 
large percentage of students from eco^mically disadvantaged backgrounds 
attending UNCF institutions in recent years. These institutions tend to 
have higher attrition rates. In addition, many UNCF colleges have*^^9 
upgraded acaU^mic; s^tandards causing more students to drop out than in

UNCF institutions have diversified their curricula in the p^st 
several years to meet the newer distribution of professional job 
opportunities for blacks in the labor market.* 



Almost one-fourth of ^ the degrees earned weXe in business adminis- 
tration, roughly three times the percentage of gfraduates receiving 
busij^ess degfees in 19.70. Fifteen UNCF institt 

awarded degrees in the health professions in 19X6-77, compare^ to only 
two in 1969-70; the number of communications ma j or^^Jumped filfom 22 in 
1974-75 to over 100 in 1976^77 with three colleges awarding degrees in 
journalism, two in radio and TV and seven in speech, and drama; and 
twenty -five UNCF co2J^eges established dual-degree engineering programs 
, since 1966, to enable their students to earn engineering degrees at 
cooperating engineering schools. A total of 774. students participated 
^n\the dual-degree engineering program at UNCF colleges. .With the 

iclineMn^^he demand for teachers in recent years, the percentage of 
legrees in education has decreased from over 40% in 1969-70 to under 
25% ih 1976-77.

United Negro College Fund ate gradually becoming more multipurpose 
institutions, with enriched curricular offerings to strengthen their 
institutional programs. The additions and expansions in curricula are 
extending educational opportunity to thousands of individual stbdents 
and are enhancing their potential contribution to American society.

Similarities appear, to exist between trends in irft'ended areas 
of study for prospective UNCF freshmen and in degrees granted at UNCE^ 
institutions. In both cases, business and commerce -experfenced substan-j 
tial Increases in representation, while education declined slightly. 
If present trends continue, business and commerce will soon be the most 
popular degree awarded at the private black colleges, replacing dhe 
traditionally more popular teaching degree.

The private predbminantjly black colleges ^nd universities within 
the United Negro College., Fund. are essentially teaching institutions

The*1976-77 ratio of 14.1:1 
compares.* favorably to the 15.0: l-^i;^tio experienced by private liberal 
arts colleges nationally during the same year, the most recent year ,

In this chapter, several topicis are brought ^to^eafer bearing on 
the financial position of UNCF students and institutions. These 
^ include operating revenues and expenditures, endowment, student 
"charges, and parental income. / 



Current Fund Revenues 

The private black colleges e^qjerlenced significant variations in 
.the" percentage distribution of educational an4 general revenues between 
1973-74 and 1976-77'. UNCF institutions in&reased their relative 
proportions of revenues from tuition and fees .(from 33.9%' in 1973-74 
to 37.7% :^n 1976-77) and from governmental appropriations (from 27.6% 
in 1973-74 to 30.3% in 1976-77). The proportion of revenues from 
private gifts and grants decreased from 26.0% in 197^-74 to 21.0% in 
1976-7^7.

Despite an-*increase in the proportionate share of revenue support 
from fuition and ^fees, UNCF^nstitutions s^tilJU-i?eceive a considerably 
smaller percentage of tuition support than similarly situated private 
colleges nationally • In 1976-77, 37,7% .of total revenue support at UNCF

Average revenues per UNCF institution failed to keep pace with the 
combined effects of inflation and enrollment growth experienced by the 
private black colleges between 1975-76 and 1976-77, Total averag^^ 
revenue at a UNCF institution rose 8,1% in this period while inflati^on 
increased 6,5% and enrollment rose 7.5%, ^ ^

Failure to keep pace with the combined effects of inflation and 
enrollment growth makes the job of substantially improving academic 
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quality and faculty compensation nearly impossible. Additional revenues 

must be generated beyond existing *increases to- meet these costs.

The real issue for the private black colleges and universities is 
whether they will be able to find resources in amounts that keep .pace 
with rising costs, new program development and salary improvements. 
Further increases in tuition would discourage and deprive large numbers 
^f UNCF students from attending college^ Cutting costs below already 
low levels could seriously diminish the attractiveness and effectiveness 
of the colleges. The situation suggests a clear need for additional 
capital in order to meet rising costs, and -gives impetus to UNCF's 



current Capital Fund Drive. 




Current Fund Expenditures ' 

' Perhaps the main characteristic of the dis^ibution of expenditures 

at the private black colleges is the stability of^ their expenditure 

patterns. Betweeh 1973-74 and 1976-77, there was a slight drop in the 

relative amount spent on instruction and research, while the proportion . 

spent for student financial aid increased. "^Apart from this, however, 

there were virtually no significant changes^ in the expenditure patterns of 

the pri^^^te black colleges.

In 1974-75, '49% of UNCF •■institutions experienced budget deficits, compared, 
to 30% in 1975-76 and 27.5% in 1976-77. 
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While studying budget deficits' does not paint a definitive picture of 

the health of colleges, It does present some inSicatiohr of more sound 

financial management and less chrpnic financial distress.

Total marked: value of endowment at UNCF institutions rose 
from $98,897,500 in 1975-76 to $115,493,001 in 197«-77, a 16.8% 
increase. > ' 

The increase, however, was offset partially by the increaseu^n 
enrollment at .jthe private black colleges. The endowment per student at ^ 
UNCF institutions increased from $2,352 in 1975-76. to $2^,554 in 1976-77, 
an 8.6% increase. At private, four-year colleges nationally, the endow-
